M R. PLUNKETT MUST HAVE HAD A

familiar with the political history of Canada knows 
that ninety pe> cent of the legislation in the interest 
of Canadian labor has been placed on the statute 
books by the party now in office. 

In 1900 the Lnurier government created the first 
Department of Labor in this Dominion, which later 
had Mr. Mackenzie King for its Minister. The 
Labor Gazette, incidentally, was established and cir¬ 
culated by that department As is well known, its 
main features have been a codification of existing 
laws for the protection of workers in factoriS. stores, 
mines, and on the railways, and so on; a record of 
industrial accidents which has given a basis for bet¬ 
ter legislation for their prevention; a record of reports 
of trades unions and union officials giving informa¬ 
tion of the greatest value to workmen, whereby their 
position might be improved; excellent reports on the 
cost oLEving. on wages in various localities, on efforts 
here and there to better the condition of wage earners. 
In a general way, moreover. The Labor Gazette is 
the official settee to which workmen may turn for
